The foregoing represents the financial affairs of the Town of 
Lebanon for the past year, according to the account of the Select- 
men, which has been found correct. 

It appears, that during the year, our debt has been increased 
about $5,400 00, mostly ¢ on account of bounties paid soldiers, addi- 
tional expenses es rebuilding and repairing bridges and the interest 
on our debt. The Osgood bridge has cost about $1,800 00. The re- 
pairs on the John Wood bridge, the Hubbard, the Staple and sundry 
other smaller bridges, including lumber, about $690 00, making a 
larger bill than we have paid for many years. It will be seen that 
our increasing debt is becoming extremely ponderous and its imme- 
diate payment looks somewhat doubtful—even the distant future 
“does not lend any enchantment tothe view.” It is gratifying how- 
ever, to know that we are able to pay, and know too, that our debt 
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is so nobly sustained by the Hon. Pocket Book Aristocracy, who 
have generously come forward in the hour of need and furnished the 
necessary funds fof keeping bright the honor and credit of the 
town, Our gratitude is due to the long list of creditors, who have 
thus placed their funds at our disposal for the small pittance of in- 
terest they receive, and more especially, is it due to the ladies in 
that list, who, by their aid and influence, have given character and 
strength to our credit, rendered repudiation impossible and made the 
pathway of taxation so easy and agreeable to the gallant sons of 
Lebanon. All of which is respectfully submitted.

Winter Term taught by Mr. Samuel P. Wood. This was in 
every sense a profitable school. Mr. W. isa worker. 


DISTRICT No. 

Miss Nellie M. Hall taught the ie school with her usual 
ability. ‘There were only ight stholars,—three of them quite ad- 
vanced. Qne in Latin, one in Algebra, one in Philosophy, three in 
Astronomy. 

Winter Term taught by Miss N. Lottie Estabrook. Miss E. was 
a beginner; and though a good scholar, was.not entirely successful. 
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With a little more experience and confidence in herself, she will, ne 
doubt, make an acceptable teacher. : ; 
DISTRICT No. 6. 

_ No Summer school. The Winter School was taught by Mr. 
Richard E. Ela, who aimed to make the school profitable ; and it 
was so to those who attended constantly. Mr. E. Jabored under the 
disadvantage of beginning to teach school amor& his early associ- 
ates. ' 


DISTRICT No. 7. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Nellie TJ. Choate. This school 
awas very small, but Miss C. managed to make .it interesting. It 
was her first school. 

Winter Term taught by Miss Mary E. Chellis, who labored with 
her usual ability and success. Her long experience in school-keep- 
ing renders her an efficient teacher. ° 


DISTRICT No. 8. 


Miss Lucy G. Roberts taught both the Summer and Winter 
schools. ‘These schools were quiet and orderly, and general satis- 
faction was given. Witha little more energy, Miss R. would make 
an excellent teacher. 

DISTRICT No. 9. 

Both Summer and Winter Terms were taught by Miss Clara J. 
Gates, whose efficient services are appreciated in this district, Her 
Winter school appeared decidedly well. 

A Fall Term was tauglit by Miss Susie M. Calif. This school 
was rather noisy, but otherwise profitable. 


DISTRICT No. 10, 

Summer Term’taught by Miss Martha J. Leighton, an “able and 
experienced teacher. The school was characterized by good order, 
studiousness, and sound instruction. 

Winter Term taught by Miss Abbie C. Cochran, Miss C. is a 
very energetic and thorough teacher, and the school never appeared 
better than while under her charge. Besides the common school 
branches, Algebra, Book-keeping, History, Physiology, Philosophy, 
Astronomy and Chemistrv were successfully taught. This district 
has been very fortunate in the selection of teachers during the past 
year. 

DISTRICT No. 11. 

Miss Emma A. Brigham has been employed both Summer and 
Winter in this district. Miss B. is ranked among the good teachers, 
and her labors entitle ber to that position. There were many signs 
of progress in her schools. 
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DISTRICT No. 12. . 

Summer Term taught by Miss Grace A. Sargent. Teacher 
young, and lacking in energy; but still her school showed some im- 
provement. 

A Fall and Winter Term of 16 weeks was taught by Miss Laura 
A. Thrasher. Miss T. imparts life to her ¢¢ ool by her own energy. 
‘The scholars were k€pt at work, and consequently made good proti- 
ciency. 

DISTRICT No. 13. 

Both the Summer and Winter Schools were in charge of Miss 
Lucy A. Miller, who had taught five or six terms previously in this 
district. ‘hese schools appeared rather noisy and rough :—there 
was a want of discipline and thoroughness. Still there was life 
and zeal,and much to be commended. Sometimes a change of 
teachers is beneficial. 

UNION DISTRE&CT, No. 14 & 10. 

The Primary Department was taught, both Summer and Winter 
by Miss Ellen F. Smalley. Mass S. seems peculiarly adapted to 
this school. She not only instructed, but well governed the large 
number of little scholars under her charge. ‘These were model pri- 
mary schools. 

Miss Mary E. Muchmore taught in the Intermediate Department 
both Summer and Winter. ‘These schools gave abundant evidence 
ot good teaching, andgoodmanagement. By long continuance in 
this Department, Miss M. has come to know the wants and capaci- 
ties of her scholars, and also how to adapt herself to them. Her 
Winter Schooi was especially in eresting. | 

The Higher Department in Summer was taught by Miss Abbie 
C. Cochran. Thoagh Miss C. had some prejudices to contend with 
in the beginning of her school, she succeeded in carrying it through 
in admirable order,‘and in showing her aptness to teach. The reci- 
tations at the closing examination seemed to be nearly perfect. 

The Wintey Term was taught by Miss Lucy E.. Fellows. This 
school was very lurge, and required an immense amount of labor 
to be performed by the teacher, Miss I. was competent to her task, 
having great energy and perseverance. Her system of instruction 
was good, for she led her scholars to thint as well as to recite, In 
addition to the common branches, there were classes in Algebra, 
Book-keeping, Physiology and Chemistry. — ,

In econciusion, the Committee would remark, that the schools in 
town during the past year have prospered as well as usual, te say 
the least. ‘There have been no entire failures, and but few but what 
might be called good schools. Some improvement has been made in 
school-houses. District No. 7 have painted and repaired their 
schoolsh ouse to the amount of about $50. Distriet No. 8 have 
remodeled and beautified their’s at an expense of a little over $300. 
‘They bave now a®heat and convenient school-room. In Union Dis- 
trict No. 14 & 15, new and beautiful school-rooms for the Primary 
and Intermediate Departments have been fitted up, and the school- 
buildings repaired, at a cost of nearly $079. 

In Districts No. 1, 4, 5, & 16, the school-houses are eld and dilap- 
idated. That in No. 4 is hata to reach back farther than the mem- 
ory of the “oldest inhabitant.” It should have its time, and be re- 
leased from furiher duties. 

Thanking the citizens of the tewn for their hearty co-operation 
with him in his endeavors to pigmote the cause of education, the 
Committee would once more take his leave of the schools.i in Leba- 
non,
